THE PLEA FOR

We take the following from the 
Journal of Commerce :— 

’ Early last summerthe attention 
-of the Imperial Merchant Service 
Guild was drawn to the subject 
“of pilotage in the Far East by a 

correspondent who holds a

ant port as Hongkong had no sys-

INFURIATED RUSSIAN 
RESISTS ARREST. 


Last night, at 11.15 o'clock’ 
that section of Des Voeux Rosd 
outside the European cafe's was 
the scene of considerable com- 
motion, occasioned by the con- 
duct of a Russian officer from 
the Greek steamer Trislos, 

Josef Wambutt, the Russian in 
question, was alleged by the 
Police to ba at the time almostin- 
sane, a condition which was 
brought: about by drink. Be 
that as it may,” his 
conduct last night wes deserv- 
ing of a heavy penalty, and Mr. 
N.L. Smith, who heard the case 
at the Police Court this -morning 
saw the matterin this light and 
inflicted on the Russian a fine of 
$100 “which, in default of . pay- 
ment will entail a month's! 
imprisonment with hard labour, 
It appears from the facts as 
related by Sergt. Robert Wills 
that the Russian. at the close of 
[the cinema performance at the 
Hongkong Theatre, engaged a 
ricksha and indicated with his 
finger the direction he wanted 
the coolie to take. Opposite 
Wiseman’s Cafe he decided to 
stop and the direction he gave to 
the coolie was a hard thump on 
the armof thericksha with his fist. 
He got out of the vehicle, and 
before the coolie had a glimmering 
of what wasto happen, he received 
a‘savage kick on the body. 
Whistles were blown, and the 
threatening , attitude of the 
crowd which had by now begun to 
assemble warned theRussian, who 
ceased assaulting the coolie and 
commenced taramble away in a 
drunken stride with the view to 
escaping. A Sikh constable then 
came up and promptly gave chase 
to the Russian and eventually 
caught him up, The attempt ta 
arrest the drunken foreigner was 
not an easy task. Ha struggled 
with the constable, bit his hand 
and knocked his turban off. 

Mr. James Smirk, an Inspector 
of the Peak Tramway Company, 
at this stage came out from the 


_| Alexander Cafe. He sized up the 


situation and with a promptitude 
that does him the greatest credit, 
joined in the affray. Drink had 
rendered the Russian almost 
mad, ‘and it helped him to 
maintain a furious struggle with 
the Indian and Mr. Smirk.. By 
a stroke of iff luck, Mr. 
Sniirk’s right hand,’ which was 
keeping a hold on the madman, 
got within the reach of his teeth, 
with the result that two of the 
fingers wera almost bitten 
through. Severely. injured as 
his hand was, Mr. Smirk pluckily 
held on to his man,and eventual- 
ly the Russian was given to 
understand that arrest was

INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
HENRY HUMPHREYS, 


We interviewed -Mr. Henry 
Humphreys yesterday | morning 
on the points that were raised in 
our leader, criticising the state- 
ments that he made at the’ annual 
meeting of the shareholders of the 
Humphreys Estate Go., Ltd.

NOVEL LESSONS ON THE 
WAY TO BREATHE. 

A crowd of little girls and boys 
clamoured for admittance to 60, 
Greek Street, Soho, recéntly, to 
attend their weekly sneezing 
class. . ; 

Dr. Octavia Lewin, the nasal 
specialist, is determined to make 
these lessons as popular as danc- 
ing. She is rapidly succeeding, 
for the children like their sneez- 
ing lessons. i" 

In a large room they sat, while 
Dr. Lewin's assistants gently 
smeared the upper lips with a 
white powder composed chiefly 
of soap. Tissue-paper handker- 
chiefs were handed round. Then 
began the great game of seeing 
who could sneeze firstand best. | 

Some of the children are sent 
by doctors; others are brought by 
ther parents. It is a very de- 
mocratic class, for some are 
accompanied by nurses, and 
othere, in shabby clothes, come 
with their mothers. 

Dr. Lewin told a Daily 
Chronicle representative that she 
was delighted with the results of 
the class. 

“Most of the children come to 
be cured ofvarious forms of nasal 
trouble,” she said. “They don’t 
know how to breathe, and until 
their noses are cleared we cannot 
give them breathing exercises. 
Once théy have discovered the 
way to sneeze, they are on the 
road to recovery.

CLYDE BUILT STEAMERS 
TRIALS. 


Peshawar, built and engined for 
the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Co. by Messrs. 
Barclay, Curle and Co. Itd., 
Glasgow, ran successful trials on 
the Firth and Clyde on the 18th 
January. The vessel is built to 
the highest class of Lloyd's 
Registry, is 450 feet long by 58 
feet by 40 fee: to the shelter deck; 
and has a gross tonnage of 8,000. 
The machinery consists of two 
sets ‘triple expansion engines 
having cylinders 26)¢in., ddin. 
T3in. diameter by 48in. stroke, 
steam being supplied from four 
boilers on . Howden's forced 
draught system, the engines ba- 
ing capable of developing 8,000 
h.p. This vessel is of the shelter 
deck type, with raised topgallant 
forecastle and poop decks. 
Superior accommodation for the 
officers and engineers is fitted in 
deckhouses on the shelter deck, 
a separate room being provided 
for each officer and engineer.

GERMAN SHIPPING. 
» Practical indications are not 
lacking to show that the once 
very robust branch of British 
; shipping business with German 
ports is now slowly recovering. 
Only one German ship-with e 
German crew has yet arrived in 
the port of London, but others 
are following, and it will not be 
long before regular sailings are 
announced that will lead to a 
resumption of trade on some- 
thing like a pre-war scale, 
when ten or twelve steamers, 
for passengers and cargo, left the 
Thames every week, bound for 
‘German ports. At present a 
gteat many restrictions and 
economic factors prevent a rapid 
extension in this direction. The 
bulk of German shipping business 
has always been conducted from 
London; but part of the return 
to this trade will include the 
opening up again of the successful 
services with Newcastle, Liver- 
pool, Grimsby, and other English 
parts. The German lites that 
Gealt with this trade are gather- 
ing their business relations 
together again, and will shortly 
oper their agencies in thig 
country. With the ‘present 
restrictions. laid down by the 
shipping control, it becomes 
easier for German ships to sail to 
this country than for British 
vessels to leave for German ports. 
The German ships are not 
hampered with the regulations 
concerning bunkering licenses, 
though German ships cannot sail 
without a permit from the Allied 
Armistice.

FUTURE OF DEMOCRACY. 


fOME INTERFSTING 
' THOUGHTS. 

It is interesting to note that 
modern thinking about politics 
tends to revert to the difficulty 
that was raised by Rousseau, sage 
seemed to Rousseau that demo- 
cracy was impossible in a large 
State. This view was regarded 
as too pessimistic by his English 


of representative institutions with 
a wide suffrage would enable a 
great State to be conducted on 
democratic principles. It! was, 
indeed, the fashion for some time 
to believe that the great State was 
the form of society in which de- 
rnocratic ideas could most easily 
be applied. ; ; 

This view, it is now generally 
recognised, needs some important 
qualifications. Parliamentary in- 
stitutions have fallen into dis- 
favour. Indeed it is sometimes 


observed that they are so obvious- ; 


ly imperfect as instruments of 
democracy thatit seems strange 
thatthere have been men in all 
countries who were ready {0 give 
their lives for'them. But there 
fs some merciful law by which 
Nature gilds every object for 
which man struggles. Icaving 
him to find out, when he has 
gained it, exactly what it 
js worth. To -every .man of

QUESTION OF A STABLE 
DOLLAR. - 


A new campaign against the 
high cost of living, which may be 
carried into the 1920 campaign 
on the issue ofa revision of our 
money system, is baing organized 
by Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale, 
political economist of interna- 
tional repute, 


ProfeEisher is in Washington 
with he aes f a dill designed 
to stabilize the value, the, pur- 
chasing power cf thé dotigr. Once 
that is done, he says, the problem 
of dealing with the high cost. of 
living will be solved. 

Prof, Fisher does not expect 
early favorable action’ by Con- 
gress, however. He anticipates a 
long and hard-fought fight before 
his plan—which he says he has 
spent years in evolving from the 
meérely academic to a practivable 
working basis—is adopted. But 
adopted it must be. in the long 
Tun, he contends, if we are to 
eliminate the injustices and hard- 
ships that now result in a dollar 


to-day buying only half of the] 


same article it would buy jn 
1913. . 


: year. He 
opened his campaign in Washing- 
ton with an appeal to members of 
the National Popular Govern- 
ment League to get in on the 
Bround floor in the fight for a 
stable dollar. ” 

Senator Owen. president of that 
league and former chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency, one of the 
authors of the federal reserve act, 
is understood to have given 
approval to. Prof. Fisher's new 
bill and to be ready to sponsor it 
in the Senate. Secretary of 
Treasury Glass, who.went into 
the Senate Jan. 1. has also gone 
over the proposition and j 
declared to have given 
approval, 

Under the plan- proposed by 
' Prof, Fisher, the index number of 
‘all general commodities entering 
into the cost of living would be 
J} taken, as of fixed date, for com- 
puting the value of the dollar. If 
the index number of to-day were 
accepted, as compared with the 
basis of 1813 prices from which 
cost-of-living. increases are 
now figured, it would be 192, 
and the gold dollarresuJting would 
be almost double the weight ofthe 
gold dollar of to-day. In other 
words, the actual purchasing 
power of the new dollar would be 
$1.92 as compared with the pre, 
sent dollar. It would have the 
same purchasing power as the 
gold dollar of 1913, on 
which present index figures-are 
based. a 
‘From month to month, or year 
to year, as the. index number of 
commodity values fluctuates in 
terms Of gold, the weights of the. 
dollar would vary corresponding- 
» ly and its value remain 
constant, 

“A yard was: originally the 
girth of a chieftain of a’ tribe,” 
says Prof. Fisher. “Suppose our 
yard of measurement’ had not 

been standardized—hat it was, in- 
stead, the girth >f the president of 
the United States. How would the 
buyer come out who contracted 
for yardaze goods under President 
Taft's administration and receiy- 
ed deliveries after Wilson 

‘became president? Yet the 
depreciaion of the yardstick 
between the Taft and Wilson 
administrations would be no 
more than the depreciation 
of the dollar between 1896 and 


to-day. The depreciation of the, 


‘ dollar is just a disastrous as a 
corresponding change in any unit 
used in commerce.” .

EXTRADITION OF THE KAISER. 
DUTCH GOVERNMENT 
SEEKING OPINIONS, 
Paris, Jan. 22.—The Dutch 
Government, through the Foreign 
Office staff and the Ministers at 
the various Allied -capitals, is 


seeking to obtain a-semi-official 


statement from the leaders in the 
various Governments whether 
they really wish that the demand 
for the surrender of the former 
Esiser be granted. Your corre- 
spondent has learned this from an 
Attache at the Duteh Ministry in 
Paris who asserted that he 
is working ou the  proposi- 
tlon with the French suthor- 
ities and that he believed 
President Deschanel will not in- 
sist..on the Netherlands giving 
up the refugee. This young 
Dutch diplomat asserted that his 
government officials in Tokyo 
hed already received assurances 
from Japan that the Mikado will 
oppose bitterly any attempt to 
try the former Ka‘ser and also 
promised that they will not press 
the ‘demands if others would 
drop them. The King of Italy is 
said to have given private assur- | 
ances: to the Dutch envoys that 
he'will discountenance the try- 
ingof the Hohenzollerns. It is 
reported that the Vatican is pre- 
paring for a moment’on a pro- 
paganda aimed at letting the 
former Kaiser remain in Holland ; 
at the, same time, exacting a 
promise from Germany that he. 


will not be permitted to return to 


the fatherland. 

My Dutch informant asserts 
that the emissaries to the Hague 
hare discovered a widespread 
feeling in England averse. to: 
trying the former Kaiserand that 
only a lvandful of men headed by 
Mr Llosd George really want the 
tridl The Dutch Government can 
never, submit to being forced to 
surrender the former Kaiser, Ac- 
cording to the informant. rather 
than hand him over to the Allied 
Agents, they would persuade him 
to teturn to Germany or seek an 
asylum elsewhere. This young 
diplomat pointed out that under 
the Treaty of = Versailles, 
there is no specification made 
that ois Germany or any 
other country ‘to “give him up. 
Therefore if the former Kaixer 
leaves Holland and goes to Ger- 
many or unywhere else, there is | 
no local machinery to reach him. 
The Kaiser's name might have 
been inciuded with the German 
officers who are guilty of war 
crimes but that list is already 
made up and submitted to Berlin. 
I: is not believed that the 
former Kaiser's name can be in- 
cluded in the list. Now it is cer- 
tain, however, that if the former 
Kaiser be not demanded from 
Germany by February 0th, one | 
month after the signing of the 
Treaty .of Versailles, ‘it can 
never be added to that list as 
the Treaty specifically. provides 
this time lnmit'in which the guilty 
persons be demanded from Ger- 
many. The Treaty also provides 
specifically that jadges from 
Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan and America should try 
the former Kaiser. If any of 
those Powers refuse to place their 
representatives on the tribunal, 
the trial cannot be held under the 
terms of the Treaty. The Dutch 
Government may demand of the 
Five Big Powers the names of 
the members for the: tribunal 
before proceeding further with 
thedemand, Itis expected that 
this would cause an_ indefinite 
deadlock; at least until the 
Senate ratifies the Treaty and 
the agreement regarding the 
Amercian members is reached, 
thére is no definite information 
regarding the matter. 

Itis declared that the recent 
articles saying that the former 
Kaiser is insane are merely a 
propaganda circulated to -abate 
the demands for his trial andthe 
principal reason why the Kaiser 
never giants .audience or sees 
reporters to keep up the ruse.
